REMARKS 


The claims were again rejected as being anticipated by Orrico. With respect to 
the previous amendment that required the lever to be rotatable in a direction 
perpendicular to the longitudinal axis, the Examiner considered the language to be 
indeterminate and proposed additional language. That proposed language has been 
incorporated into each of the independent claims. Support for this amendment can be 
found in the figures and in at least paragraph [0028]. Orrico does not teach or suggest 
such a feature. In fact, the device of Orrico would not operate as intended if its lever 
were rotatable in a direction perpendicular to the longitudinal axis. Therefore, the 
rejection should be withdrawn. 

It is believed that all the claims are allowable and Applicants request notification 
to that effect.
